President Nixon’s budget manager, 
said a tax increase would not be necessary it federal spending is held 
to the $246 3 billion estim ate by the President for fiscal 1973 
‘We don t assume there will be a tax increase this year or next year 
to raise revenue." Connallv said 
Three com m ittee m em bers. Heps M artha Griffiths. D-Mich . Phil 
Landrum. D-Ga . and Herman Schneebeli. R-Pa . were not convinced 
and told Connally and Shultz they felt higher taxes would be necessary 
in light of unsuccessful efforts in the past to hold down spending 
Mrs Griffiths questioned whether any presidential candidate could 
run an honest campaign this year without saying that the voters “ are 
due tor a sharp rise in taxes “ 
Shultz replied that no tax increase was being presently considered 
and that this was a strong discipline for keeping government spending 
in check 
I've been hearing that for 18 years and it never has worked.” Mrs 
Griffiths said 
"We are going to have an increase in taxes in my 
opinion.” 
Shultz commented 
that talk 
about 
a tax 
increase “ is just 
devastating" to efforts to hold the line on spending 
The prim e purpose of the Connallv-Shultz testimony was to urge 
approval of an increase of $50 billion in the legal national debt limit 
Even with the requested boost to $480 billion, however. Connally said, 
an additional increase would have to be sought by February. 1973. 
He said the $50 billion boost now was needed urgently so the 
government can “ arrange an earlier March borrowing” to pay its 
bills The actual debt is edging close to the present legal limit of $430 
billion. 
I shall not belabor the consequences for the nation if the T reasu ry ’s 
borrowing capacity should be exhausted.” Connally testified. “ A 
failure to obtain an increase in the debt limit will in a very short tim e 
force us to move to costly and uneconomic expedients io m eet our 
obligations and then to end abrupt cutting off of government 
expenditures

Laird cited three rea.sons tor the decision to suspend the 
draft this quarter; Sub.stantial pay increases effective Jan 
1, the slowing ot the Vietnam War and congressional 
requirements to trim the Army by 70.000 men 
Since the Korean War ended, there never has been a no- 
draft quarter except for la.st summer when Selective 
Service expired before Congress completed action on the 
bill to extend it

It s possible to remove 
printing on flour bags

DEAR POLLY—For many years my mother and 1 have 
both successfully removed ink writings and even pictures 
from flour and other such bags by the following method: 
Use any type grease (depending on your budget), such 
as shortening, lard, bacon grease, butter, etc Put one 
hand on the back side of the print and rub grease in 
thoroughly with the other hand. The print will begin to 
“ run“ and I rub it between my hands like 1 rub dirty 
spots on clothes. Wash as usual I always left the bag 
“ greased up” overnight Do not iron until the print is 
completely removed. We have made embroidered lunch 
cloths and many lovely things from feed and flour bags. 
This is a bother but w-ell worth it I always saved several 
sacks to do them in one big messy job —ESTHER 


DEAR POLLY—To remove the printing from her 50- 
pound flour sacks, Mrs. A. K. should get them good and 
wet in COLD water (never hot), squeeze lightly, sprinkle 
generously with plain cornmeal and washing powder and 
rub hard. Roll up, put in a plastic bag and leave over­ 
night. Next morning, wash and rinse in cold water Boil 
in good suds, add bleach to the rinse water and. when 
thoroughly rinsed, hang in the sun to dry. If stains are 
really stubborn, leave in the sun for several days and 
over the nights, too —MRS M. C. P.

Gray said he asked Thomas for some identification, not knowing at the 
time whom he was speaking to W hile Thomas was reaching tor his driver’s 
license. Gray said, he smelled the odor ot burning marijuana 
Gray told county judge Gale Carden he found one marijuana cigarette in 
the car. along with enough mari juana to t ill two matchboxes 
Thomas was in jail bv shortly after 1 p.m.. and five hours later bond was

Kissinger 
is not concerned with the domestic 
politics ol the Vietnam war Yet 
there can be no doubt, as he made 
abundantly 
clear 
at 
his 
press 
conference, that he is deeply and 
immediately concerned 
A major 
reason for making the secret offer 
public at this time was to try to end 
the disharmony in Congress and in 
the nation over a war that, as he 
said, has torn the nation apart 
Behind this concern is his tear ot a 
right-wing revolution triggered by 
the tactics of the extreme left The 
hate mail to the White House is 
growing in volume, and Kissinger is 
a frequent target 
His fear 
is 
conditioned by the experience ot his 
family in managing to escape in 1938 
from Germany 
with the 
Nazis 
sending ever large numbers ol Jews 
to the gas ovens Then 15 years old. 
Kissinger had felt the persecution ol 
the Nazis before he fled with his 
family. 
The reasons for making the secret 
offer 
public 
at 
this 
time 
is 
debatable Yet with an interval of 
silence for two months following the 
last 
American offer 
it seemed 
useless to wait longer for a private 
response The public answer is very 
likely to be the same stonewall, with 
Hanoi’s 
insistence

all 
equipment 
furnished by the United States in 
nearly nine years of war 
Much ol what the President’s 
advisor has done in three years in 
the White House is still secret That 
includes the part he played in the 
Berlin agreement. It is no wonder he 
is target for tonight by the resentful 
and by those who fear that peace 
may break out 
(Copyright.

Japanese who was discovered on the 
island of Guam after hiding out for 
nearly 29 years in the jungle 
Yokoi lived in a 
cave for the whole 
time 
There were 
o r ig in a lly 
10 
soldiers, all of them 
having arrived 
in 
Guam from Man­ 
churia in February 
of 1943. Yokoi had 
known for 20 years 
that the war was 
over, but he was 
afraid to come out 
ot hiding 
Photos in the clippings show that 
Yokoi was thin, but not emaciated. 
He 
looked 
pared 
down 
and 
toughened Reporters stated that he 
was in good health and in good 
spirits, a few hours after being 
found 
The Japanese sergeant lived on 
the nut from the frederica palm 
The nut is poisonous unless boiled 
but the sergeant apparently knew 
enough about jungle survival to do 
just that He also fashioned a fish 
trap and lived off fish and shrimp 


found in a muddy river near the area 
ot his cave 
The 
reports 
state 
that 
when 
captured, he was wearing a fairly 
decent suit made of burlap His hair 
was not long nor was his beard He 
had a scissors all of the time ot his 
hide-out which still performed 
He had never seen a television 
camera. He had never heard ot the 
atomic bomb which smashed over 
Hiroshima 
He thought that jet 
planes that flew overhead were 
strange looking 
Yokoi has it made now, according 
to the Guam newspaper Not only 
will the Japanese press and TV and 
magazines pay him royally for his 
life story, but it is certain that a 
book will be written. Besides, he has 
his back pay coming Figuring that 
out. it will come to roughly 1.740 yen 
for the 348 months spent on Guam 
and that will get him a couple of 
beers at any Ginza bar

Backyard compost 


Composting 
is 
just 
another 
biological process making living 
things out ot dead ones, and all we 
do by systemizing is speed it up. 
Making and tending a backyard 
compost pile is easy and worth 
while 
Compost has many values. First, 
it recycles organic washes back into 
the soil conserving their energy, and 
precluding both the cost of disposing 
ot them and the air or water 
pollution associated with disposal. 
Then, 
compost 
substantially 
improves the physical character ol 
the soil 
It s coarseness prevents 
suit ace crusting, provides superior 
water filtration and all important 
aeration 
Also, it makes available nitrogen 
and 
other 
plant 
nutrients 
concentrated in the decomposition 
process 
Surveys show that food 
crops grown in compost contain 
superior protein levels 
Compost 
does not smell 
Here, it can be 
prepared at any time ol the year. 
Systematic composting isn’t new. 
the first references to it occur on 
day tablets predating Moses by a 
thousand years The process takes 
place when microscopic beasties 
from the soil. dust, and waste 
decompose piled organic matter 
They eat nitrogen, principally, and 
their medium must be moist, so. 
nitrogen-rich 
materials 
like 
manure, bloodmeal or cottonseed 
meal have to be present and the pile 
has to be moist Watering is periodi­ 
cally necessary, but the pile should 
never be so wet that you can squeeze 
water from a handful 
These beasties must also breathe, 
so the pile must be turned from time 
to time to provide aeration Heaping 
a pile around upright poles and then 
extracting them provides air ducts 
During decomposition the center 
ol the pile will reach temperatures 
ol from 140 to 160 degrees, killing 
unwanted weed seeds It your pile 
doesn t get warm, add nitrogen 
From four to six teet is the 
optimum height range, higher and 


the weight suffocates the beasties; 
lower 
and 
heat 
dissipates. 
Containers are helpful but optional 
Wood rots 
Almost any organic waste will do. 
including 
garbage 
(not 
meat» 
Some, like wood, take longer to go 
than others Whatever the residue, 
there must be plenty of nitrogen- 
rich material 
Dry. green, 
and 
manure in equal amounts is one 
system that works 
A sample 
repeated 
layering 
suggestion includes six inches ot 
plant material, two inches ot fresh 
manure and a thin layer ot each 
Layering isn't vital It may also be 
heiplul to add something to counter­ 
act the acidity or alkalinity of your 
soil Consult 
your 
gardener or 
nurseryman 
Files usually have to be turned 
two or 
three 
times 
Shredded 
materials (in a power law n mower, 
lor example) mature much earlier 
Shredding increases surface area A 
pile can be turned at six and 12 
weeks and mature in three months 
Generally maturation is indicated 
when the temperature goes down 
and the mixture has attained a rich, 
dark 
brown 
color 
Frequently 
turned fresh ground plant residues 
may decompose1 in tour weeks or 
less 
Compost should be added annually 
and can be put down bed ore entirely 
mature 
It will 
mature in the 
ground 
Use 
generously 
When 
applying compost to trees, start 
about two to three teet away trom 
the trunk and go to a toot bevond the 
drip line at the end ot the branches, 
working 
the 
compost 
into 
the 
topsoil 
When enriching your lawn with it. 
make sure compost is finely ground 
to preclude sutlocating the grass 
This information was compiled 
trom composting data offered by 
City Councilman George Cotsen- 
mover.
